CIO official, testified today

trade unions. 


Curran, president of the Na- 
tional Maritime Union, told the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee that American labor "is unal- 
terably opposed to war" and that 
It therefore opposed the British aid 
legislation. 


Calling the bill "an outright war 


measure," he added: 


"We have to base our approval 


or opposition on the simple ques- 
tion—do we want to get into this 
war or don't we?" 


"This bill," Curran said, "is one 


of the most dangerous departures 
fro.n our democratic way of Ufa 
ever given serious consideration by 
th. congress. In its implications, 
this proposed piece of legislation 
is downright fascist—and I am us- 
ing the word 'fascist with full un- 
derstanding of what it means to 
the people of those countries where 
It has been established." 


The witness said the

torial powers" and continued: 


Would Injure Labor 
"The bill would, in effect, repeal 


any existing guarantees of 
civil 


liberties and trade union rights— 
guarantees which. In addition to 
being our proudest tradition, are 
absolutely necessary for the pro- 
tection of our living 
standards.

United States will "send us the 
tools," Great Britain can 
'finish

Churchill declared in a Sunday 
night radio address, 


"We do not 
need the gallant 


armies which aro forming through- 
out the American Union," he snlrt, 
"Wo do not need them this year, 
nor next year, nor any year that 
I can foresee.

an Immense and continuous sup- 
ply of war materials, and we need 
them hero, and wo need to bring 
them hero.

He warned that Hitler would

shipping and reduce the volume of 
American supplies."

supplying fuel for the Nazi Luft-
